Winnipeg, May 4.—The commission | 


met its first distinct refusal of a wit- 
ness to give any evidence today in 
the closing hours of its session here, 
The defi of the powers of the tribunal 
was given by the Jocal manager of the 


Royal Bank, which is handling the 
funds of the construction company, 
and whose Kdmonton manager, 


Frank MoMillan, isa director of the 
construction company. The witness 
in question was Thomas R. Whitley 
and he did not appear, but, instead, 
wrote the following letter to Mr. 
Walsh: 

“T have been advised by counsel 
that the supboena served upon me 1s 
issued yitheut jurisdiction, and I am 
therefor» anable to give evidence res- 
pecting the business of the hevk's 
customers,” 

It is improbable that the sommuis- 
sion wil! take any definite action fur- 
ther than reporting contempt of court 
to the Manitoba bench, To press the 
case would mean considerable hitiga- 
tion, which would extend over some 
days and would result in delay till a 
final decision was reached. 

May Have Decision Before Return. . 

It is possible that arrangements may 
be ade, to press the case, however, 
in order to have a decision before the 
Commission passes through Winnipeg 
returning from the east. The Commis- 
sionhave instructed their counsel, 
Isaac Pitblado, to report the case to 
the Manitoba bench and’ follow up 
any action for puuishment that may 
be advisable. 

This morning E. A. James, general 
manager of the A. & G..W., gave fur- 
ther evidence as to the plans for the 
reilway in answer to questions from 
©. M. Biggar and P. J. Nolan. 

Traders’ Bank Inspector. 

H. P. McMahon, inspector of the 
Traders’ Bank, told of discussions he 
had with G. D. Minty and J. D. Me- 
Arthur relative to financing the bonds 
and the establishment of the construc- 
tion company. He did not hold 4 
high opinion cf W. R. Clarke as a fin- 
ancier, but said he had a big reputa- 
tion as a promoter, and what he term- 
ed a hot air artist. 

George Munroe, manager of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank, could give no evidence 
of imporiance. Harry Parsons, a 
member of the original syndicate, nar- 
rated the early negotiations in 1906 for 
a guarantee and the arrangements 
with Mr. Clarke when he secured the 
charter from them. 

The last witness was N. G. Leslie. 
manager of the Imperial Bank.

The Company's Intentior «. 

Winnipeg, May 4—Before the Royal 
commission this morning Gen- Man- 

er Jam , of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway, in answer to Mr. 
Biggar, said the company had agreed 
upon an ideal fencing for the right of 
way, which was the best that couid be 
secured in railway fencing. He said 
it was the intention of the company 
to make Lae la Biche the Edmonton 
summer resort. They would build a 
hotel there and make that portion of 
the road the best in order that the 
run of 150 miles between it and Ed- 
monton could be made in three hours. 
The intention was to operate all the 
road built this summer and it was 
expected that two hundred miles would 
have been built. 

“Did you ascertain anything about 
Clarke's financial condition before ac- 
cepting his offer as general manager?’ 
asked Nolan. 

“Yes, I learned that Clarke was pre- 
sident of four banks and vice-presi- 
dent of a trust company. I met many 
men who wished to go into the scheme 
with him and others who wished to 


agaist after the road was built in open- 
ing up the north country.”

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TURKS AND ALBANIANS 
ENGAGED IN A BATTLE. 


Constantinopie, May 4—A 
battle Wetween the Turks and 
Albanian rebels for the posses 
sion of Tieherlelova pass is on. 
The casualties are seid to be 
very heavy, the mountain guns 
of the Turks doing greac 
eamage, The indicatious are 
that the rebels will be driven 
from their entrenched posi 
tion back into the hills.

“We had figured out clearly that the 
road would not cost the Alberta gov- 
ernment a cent. The company had 
estimated that the road would earn 
$1,000 a day and would pay from the 
start.” 

Agreement Not Changed. 

In answer to Mr. Bennett Mr, James 

said he could not explain why the 


modifications were not made in the 
agreement as offered to the lepisla- 
ture. His instructions were to buy 


the best material possible and this he 
had done. The supplies were now tied 
up on account of the trouble over the 
railway, 

Inspector McMahon. 

Inspector McMahon, of the Traders 
bank, formerly manager of the Win- 
nipeg branch, examined by .Mr. 
Johnstone, said thet about 4 years ago 
it was menticned ‘by Minty to him 
that he would like him to become a 
director of a railroad, 

‘He stated to me that I would make 
a good man for director, and I said I 
would be aelighted if I was the real 
thing. Six or cight months later I 
met Minty and asked him how things 
Were going on, This was about the 
early party oi the summer. It was 
merely & casual conversation.” 

When did you bave a more direct 
conversation?” 

“I heard that several banks had 

‘en approached to finance the road 
and | asked Minty that our bank have 
a chance. I told him there would be 
some fat fried in the construction 
and asked who was to get it, Minty 
replied that Holt, of the Royal bank, 
was looking into the matter.” 

Later a meeting between witness, 

McArthur and Clarke was arranged in 
August or September last. MoArthur 
told him the proposition in Edmonton 
looked good to him and he would 
like to get next to it, 
McArthur to tell that to him. Later 
he understood MeArthur and Clarke 
met in Chicago “accidentally on pur- 
pose. 
_MeMahon said he had heard of 
Clarke five years ago as a promoter. 
He heard that his father had some 
money but that he himself had little. 
He heard he was brilliant as a pro- 
moter and had an abundance of hot 
air.

Refuses o Atten:! 

Thomas R. Whitley, manager of the 
local Royal bank, wrote Mr. Walsh re- 
fusing to attend, saying he was advis- 
ed by counsel that the commission 
had no authority to issue a subpoena, 
Mr. Walsh produced the order of Jvs- 
tice MeDonald and also submitted an 
affidavit of service. 

Harry Paisons, member of the Ath- 
abasca syn te, to Mr. Johnstone, 
was the next witness. He identified 
the produced document as a memor- 
andum addressed to Premier Ruther 
ford in 1906, setting out the arguments 
in favor of a guarantee of bonds of 
the railway that the syndicate pro- 
posed to ‘build. This was r&ad by 
counsel, 

“Was this draft accepted by a meet- 
ing of the syndicate?” 

“Yes, and a document of this shape 
was taken to Edmonton by Messrs. 
Faulkner end Hawes. I think this 
was prepared by them and submitted 
to the meeting for consideration.” 

“All the members of the syndicate 
were desirous of getting something 
jor nothing; and Mr. Hawes was par- 
ticularly energetic in this line,” said 
the witness in telling the commission 
of the efforts to get financial aid for 
the syndicate from the Alberta gov- 
ernment. 

The witness said that he had en- 
deavored to get a meeting of the syn- 
dicate recently but could not reach 
J. K. Cornwall! and Alired Hawes. 
He understood that the shares in the 
Waterways should be allotted in two 
years after the road was started, vi 
when one hundred miles of the road 
was completed, This was the agree- 
nent reached with Mr. Bowen when 
he took up the option for Mr. Clarke. 

“N. G. Leslie, manager of the Im- 
perial bank, was the last witness. To 
Mr. Walsh he eaid he knew Mr.Olarke 
slightly, Hig relations were not cf 
intimate character. Hig bank had 
never been the medium o7 the transfer 
of money of the railway to parties in 
Edmonton. He had nothing to do 
with either of the companies, neither 
had his bank ‘been the custodian of 
the documents of either company. 

“Did you know of any subscription 
left by W. R. Clarke to be transmit 
ted to Senator Roy as mentioned in 
a telegram yesterday?” asked Mr. 
Bennett. 

“No; I can’t recall any and never 
heard of it ‘before.” 

This exhausted the supply of wit- 
nesses for the present and the com- 
mission adjourned to Toronto.

Doctor Who Examined Organs Gives 
Stratling Testimony in the Hyde 
Murder Trial at Kansas City on 
Tuesday. 


Kansas City, Mo,, May 3.—Testify- 
ing at to his analysis of the liver of 
Colene] Swope, in the trial of Dr. B 
© Hyde this afternoon, Dr, V. C. 
Vaughan, off Anu Arbor, Michigan, 
said that in the liver he had foune 
fifly-two Sixty-6ixths of a gramme of 


strychnine. This is nearly a grain. 
He analyzed the liver in four see- 
tions. The product derived from 
these tests on the liver was identified 
by chemical tests and ‘by injecting 
some into a frog. The frog died 


with every typical symptom of stry- 
éhnint nose ; .

fifteen years from the final passing of 
the agreement, the ¢ity shall be en- 
titled to take over any portion of the 
company’s line brought within the 
city limits. This does not apply to 
the lines of the company located on 
private right of way, 

The chartér. applied for by the com 
pany provides that the first ten miles 
of the line must be fuilt and under 
operation on ar before the first of 
June, 1911, 

At any time after 9 years from the 
date of the agreement, the city may 
cancel the agreement ypon giving two 
years’ notice, but in such an event 
shall permit the company to have 
other reasonable access to their ter-| 
minals along streets or lanes. on terms 
to be agreed upon, 

The application for the incorpora- 
tion of the company is to be proceed- 
ed with at the adjourned sitting of 
the Provincial Legislature. 

Radial Agreement Discussed. 

Ald. Armstrong asked Mr. Brutinel 
the direct question whether he knew 
of any city in North America which 
owned the étreet railway franchise, 
that permitted a private corporation 
to run its radial cars over the city’s 
lines, 

Mr. Brutinel-—“I must answer your 
question indirectly.

The rambling two-storey 
log hut is the old Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany fort. Twenty odd years ago, it 
shared with other western ts the 
shock of Riel’s Rebellion, and the bul- 
lets of even more recent Indian 
forays are still imbedded in its walls. 
But now the high stockade which 
once surrounded it has been torn 
down, the old fort is tenantless, and, 
in the great Parliament building 
which is rising beside it, the quon- 
dam guardians of a frontier post are 
soon to be solving the legislative pro- 
blems of a complex ¢ivilization. 

There are other such material con- 
trasts aléo; the wrecked little shack 
wherein ‘“‘school .kept” a few years 
ago, is only a ten minutes’ walk from 
the site of the Provincia! University; 
the Edmonton City Club, with its ela. 
borate building and al! the appoint- 
ments of club luxury, crowns a hill 
on the slope of which burrows a 
primitive dug-out with its crude roof 
balf earthed in the hillside; and 
tents, the uushroom growth of a 
night, are interspersed on the resi- 
dence streets with houses * whose 
graceful proportions are a credit to 
the local architects. Some of the 
tents too are enriched with fine fur- 
nishings; while Others, although the 
flimsy walls must ‘bear the fifty de- 
grees below of this far northern win- 
ter, lack even the bare necessaries of 
decent comfort. And as if purposely 
to heighten the corirasts, a few of 
these primitive dweliings display the 
“shingle” of a manicurist or a 
masseuse, 

Equally replete with contrasts is 
the passing throng on the 6treets. 
Englishmen, Scotchmen, Americans, 
of cosmopolitan experience and of 
cosmopolitan garb, rub shoulders with 
the “silent smoky Indian.”’ Not in- 
frequently, indeed, the oontrast of 
costume is even more sharply drawn, 
when in the bitter winter the 
“tailor-made’’ man follows the ex- 
ample of his copper brother and dons 
the warm moccasin instead of the 
unyielding and unprotecting shoe of 
civilization, The trap drawn by the 
high-stepping hackney crowds the 
primitive ox-cart on the thorough- 
fares. Within the department stores, 

ith theit rich andyvaried equipment, 
kable ton and 
social background ‘shops side by side 
with the Indian squaw and the 
awarthy half-breed | woman of ihe 
prairies. The Indian leaves his ox- 
cart to take his first ride on a trolley- 
car; and the immigrant, bringing his 
numerous tomily into the same con- 
veyance, shrewdly easays a “‘dicker 
with the conductor for wholesale rates 
on his.large consignment. of passen: 

ers. 
. It was on the very trolley ride on 
which I witnessed this futile effort at 
striking a bargain, that I saw an even 
more typical instance of the extremes 
which meet at the end of the line. A 
rongh, unkempt, and—frankly—rather

Calgary, May 3 At least two of the 
three forest fires which have been burn- 
ing in the province were caused by neg- 
ligent setilers who set a fire and neg- 
lected to stop it.

March 10th, 1907, to have hidden the 
body in the box 6f a sleigh and to 
have conveyed it to a point near the 
Clover’ Bar coal mine and buried ‘t 
in a pile of manure, where the remains 
of a man of small stature were dis- 
covered some time later by the R.N, 
W.M.P; 
Twenty Witnesses Examined. 

Almost a score of witnesses were 
examined at the preliminary hearing 
which began yesterday afternoon at 
one o’clock. at the Mounted Police 
barracks before T. H. Wilson, J. P. 
and was concluded about nine o'clock 
in the evening when the 


prima facie case had been established 
ana committed King for trial. The ac- 
cused was represented by H. BF. 
Robertson, of Robertson, Dickson and 
MeDonald, and Sergeant Detective 
Nicholson conducted the prosecution. 

King, who is a middle aged man, 
bald headed and strongly built, bears 
out in appearance the reputation 
which he has with the police of being 
one of the worst characters who has 
fallen into their hands in recent 
years, 

Was Unconcerned. 

That he was on trial on a charge 
which might lead him to the gallows 
did. not seem to concern him in the 
least. Guarded by a constable, his 
feet manacled together, he occupied 
a chair in the corner of the room and 
followed the proceedings with the un- 
concerned interest of a spectator. He 
smiled at portions of the evidence 
given by a woman with whom he had 
lived for a number of years, anc 
shook his head+in emphatic denia 
of certain statements made. 

Corrected Witness. 

Speaking German as _ his native | 
tongue, he took occasion once to cor- 
rect the interpreter for a mis-inter- 
pretation of a minor point in the evid- | 
ence of a witness, and was reprimand- 
ed by the court for so doing. The} 
rebuke he received with a grin. Tilt- 
ing his chair back until it leaned | 
against the wall he amused himself at 
times by bringing his legs together 
and then separating them quickly so 
that the chains which bound his 
ankles made a jangling sound. As 
he did this he watched the guard from 
the corner of his eye. 

The witnesses were examined more 
closely by Sgt. Nicholson than by 
Mr. Robertson, ‘course! for- “the de- 
fenee,, who seemed to recognize from 
early in the proceedings that the ac- 
cused would 4 committeed for trial. | 

Serg. Phillip’s Evidence. 

Sgt. Phillips, of Wetaskiwin, who 
was the first witness called, told of 
securing the blood-stained cap which 
had ‘been found on the road side a 
sbert distance from Millet. He had 
brought it to Edmonton and turned 
it over to the authorities. He had 
gone out along the road where the 
blood stains had been seen and had 
traced them to a point where a sleigh 
had diverged from the trail for a dis- 
tance of nearly 200 yards, returning 
further down the read. 

Emigrated With Him. 

Mrs.. Parks the next. witness to be 
called, stated that she had come over 
to Canada frota Germany in the saine 
ship as King eight years ago. He had 
lived with her for about five years 
until August 1907 when she had left 
him. He was a boarder with her in 
Sydney for some time where she lived 
when she first came to Canada, She 
could not remember the name of the 
street on which she lived. Seven years 
ago they had moved to Winnipeg. 
After a year’s residence there they 
moved to Regina. In Winnipeg she 
had made her living by washing for 
Jews. From Regina they moved to 
Lethbridge. After living there five 
months they moved to Bankhead. 
They remained there from fall till 
spring, moving out to a homestead 
near Red Deer next and after a year 
of farm life came to Edmonton and 
took a house in Norwood, 

Went to Ponoka Together. 

Mrs. Parks after being some time 
in the city went out to the Olover 
Bar mine where she made her living 
by washing the clothes of the miners, 
After being there for two weeks she 
met Hindah], the man alleged to have 
been murdered-by King. Hindahl 
and King she said were on good terms 
and went on.a spree together once to 
her knowledge in the two weeks dur- 
ing which they had been boarding at 
he: place. When Hindahl and King 
left for the homestead of the latter 
near Ponoka in March '07 they took 
with them an outfit of implementa, 
clothes, and bedding piled up in a 
wagon. 

Strong Piece of Evidence. 

She could remember well the clothes 
worn by Hindahl when he went away 
and described the cap which he had 
on. It was a fur cap with ear pro- 
tectors and had a fur ak in the 
front. On the cap found on the Mil- 
let road being produced by Sgt. Nich- 
olson, she readily identified it as the 
one worn by Hindahl. 

Deceased’s Watch. 

M. E. Truedue, bar tender in the 
Queen’s Hotel, identified a watch pro- 
duced by Sgt. Nicholson, It had been 
sold to him by a man named “Dick” 
who worked out at the G-T.P. round 
house. He had had it three months 
before giving it to Sgt. Nicholson. 

The same watch was identified by 
William Parks, husband of | Mrs. 
Parks. King had given it to him as a 

resent in June 1907, when they had 

een living together, King had said 
that he had bought it. He had kept it 
for a year and then had traded it to 
a fellow who worked at the reund 
house, Later he saw it in the posses. 
sion of the bar-ieuder of the Queen's 
Hotel, 

The Watch Identified. 

A link in the chain of evidence

Returned With One Man. 


Adam Eckard, who lives seven miles 
south east of Leduc, told how one 
Sunday afternoon three years ago, on 
the tenth of March, he saw a team 
of big black horses posing south on 
the unused road which passed his 
farm. A man was driving and an- 
other was walking in the rear of the 
sleigh. A wagon as piled in the 
back of the sleigh and a lot of split 
rails. A couple of hours later he saw 
the team returning, this time there 
was onlwy one man in the sleigh and 
he was driving. On the following 
Thursday when he as driving to town 
he found “a blood-stained cap by the 
road side. He left it and went on. On 
the way back he looked at it more 
closely. but left it where he founa it. 


identified the Cap. 


“That's the very cap I saw,” he said 
when the cap was produced by Sgt. 
Nicholson. e had seen blood stains 
on the’ snow before he saw the cap.

Corroborative Evidence.

Further south still there 
was a mark as if something had been 
laid in the snow. Blood had percol-

From the place 
where there were steps north and 
south of the road as if a man had 
been lifting something heavy onto the 
sleigh the blood marks followed the 
middle of the road. The snow level- 
led as if scraped by a wagon box, wet 
with blood. The road was a winter 
road and could not be used in sum- 
mer,

Saw Sleigh and Cap. 
Edmund Wiesa, coming from church 


;on Sunday, had also seen a team of

The Star Witness. 

The most incriminating evidence 
was that of Tim O’Donohue, a home- 
steader, who lives west of Leduc.

10th. He had acted suspiciously and 
aroused his curiosity. Mr. O’Donohue 
described the team and rig, its des- 
cription tallying in essential details 
with that given by the other witnesses 
ho had seen it on the Millett road. 
The stranger said that he had been in 
Canada only three months, coming dir- 
ect from Germany, yet he talked Eng- 
lish fluently. : 

Had Been to School. 

He explained that he had been to 
schoo] in Winnipeg and had been 
taught there. When shown a photo. 
graph of King by Sgt. Nicholson, he 
readily identified it as that of the 
man who had left his team with him 
on the night of the tenth of March 

Gus Redmond and J. Grapenstein. 
two other homesteaders on the Mil- 
lett road, corroborated the evidence 
given by the other witnesses in telling 
of seeing a team’ and sleigh like that 
described driven down the road with 
two men and returning with one, They 


had. wondered greatly about it at the 


time. 

Swan Borg, a homesteader, identi- 
fied the watch shown him by Stoff 
fet. Nicholson as the one which he 
had know to have belonged to Hin- 
dahl. Qne year after Hindahl’s dis- 
appearance witness rode to Tentrike. 
Minn., for information regarding the 
whereabouts of Hindahl. 

Serg. Nicholson's Evidence. 

Tis last and most important wit- 
ness called as Staff Srgt. Nicholson. 
who has been largely the chief factor 
in gothering the evidence against the 
accused. hen. sworn, witness re- 
counted the story of King’s coming 
to him in the guardroom at. Fort 
Saskatchewan and telling him of the 
killing of a man at Clover Bar. The 
accused offered to show witness. the 
place here the body was buried. Wit- 
ness accompanied ‘by Serg, Phillips 
and King made the trip to the Clover 
Bar bridge, in the vicinity of which 
they found the remains as the accused 
had stated. Witness gathered up what 
remains ere left and conveyed same 
to Edmonton. The prisoner stated 
that one Borden had committed the 
crime in the Clover Bar coal mine. 
money being the motive. This being 
true it would have rendered necessary 
transporting the body~ through the 
camp, which witness though very im 
probable. Accussed told witness that 
in 1908 he had lived in a shack nearby 
the place where the body had been 
concealed; elso his reasons for in- 
forming were that Borden had left him 
in his present trouble, after he had 
helped Borden previously. 

After a short cross-examination by 
Mr. Robertson regarding the evideuce 
gathered by the witness relating to 
the Hindah! case, Magistrate Wilson 
summarily committed the prisoner for 
trial at the forthcoming criminal

PROROGUE TODAY 


Decks Clesred For Recess. Re- 
maining Estimates Voted. 
Trouble With Sencte. 


Otiowa, May 3—At eleven o'clock to- 
night the House of Commons’ order pa- 
per was cleared and all that remained to 
be done at the las! basiness sitting is 
to concur the cstimates voted and 
pass the supply bills, A variety of Gov- 
ernment legislation was put through to- 
day and the rema iing estimates voted. 
A little difficulty has arisen between 


the Senate and the Commons because of 
the refusal of the upper house to yield 
when the Commons declined to concur 
in certain amendments to LC.R. branch 
lines bill made by the senate. A confer- 
ence will be held in the morning at 
which a compromise will likely be ar- 
rived at and the prorogation of the 
House at three o'clock in the afternoon 
is not likely to be interfered with. 

During the discussion in committee of 
supply on the half million dollars esti- 
mate for the Hudson Bay railway, Mr. 
R. 8. Lake asked where the line would 
start and where its terminus on the 
Hudson Bay would be. 

Tho Starting Point. 

Hon. Geo. P. Graham geaid that the 
starting point would be south of the 
river at Pas Mission and that a bridge 
would be built across the river at a 
cost of from three to four hundred 
thousand dollars. It had not been de- 
cided whether this bridge would be a 
railWay bridge only or would include a 
public bridge. A portion of the vote 
would probably be spent on the ap- 
proach to the bridge from the other 
side. Tenders would be called for 
shortly, 

As to the proposed terminus of the 
line Mr. Graham said that from a rail- 
way point of view Port Nelson would 
be preferable as it was 67 miles nearer 
The Pas. There was some difference of 
opinion as to whether Port Churchill or 
Port Nelson possesses the best harbor.

Georgian Bay Canal. 

Hon, Wm. Pugsley, Minister of Pub 
lic Works, tabled this morning propos- 
als made by Sir Robert Perks in May 
last for the construction of the Geor- 
gian Bay Canal. The detailed propos- 
als are as follows: 

1, Control and ownership of canal is 
to be in the hands of the company, the 
Government to be represented if it so 
desires, 

2. The company 
operate the canal. 
%. he capital is to be $100,000,000. in 
bonds and $50,000,000 in stock, of which 
$35,000,000 in bonds and $12,500,000 in 
stock would be applied to the French 
iuiver section, 

4. The Government. is to guarantee | 
to the bond holders that the net earn- 
ings of the canal are to be not less than 
31-2 per cent. per annum of whith three 
per cent, would go to the bond holders 
and one-half per cent to be applied as 
sinking fund, the government guaran- 
tes to limited to $750,000 per an- 
num and no payment to be exacted if, 
hoped, the company earns 3 pet 
cent, after paying working charges. 

5. The revenue be applied in 
Maintaining the canal, paying interest 
on the bonds, the repaying of the half 
per cent, sinking fund and allowing the 
remainder to be paid half to the govern- 
ment and half to the holders of the 
company's stock, 

6. Tolls and charges to be regulated 
by the Goverment, 

7. The company to undertake to start 
work in 1910 and complete the French 
River section in five years. 

On June 2, the Government advised 
Sir Robert Perks that it could not as- 
sume at th’s moment any new obliga- 
tions.

Washington, D. C., May 2.--The Chica- 
go Board of Trade has given to Con- 
gress its pledge that in future it will 
not tolerate corners or attempted corners 
of food stuffs, such as the Patten wheat 
deal, and will not permit the luring of 
lambs into speculation in the Chicago 
market, These and other reforms cm § 
ducive to the public welfare ere an- 
nounced by the Board of Trade in let- 
ters sent in the last few days to every 
member of Congress. This action was 
taken by the Chicago Exchange as a 
direct result of the move made in Con- 


gress to enact legislation aimed at the 
eradication of deals in future on the 
Board of Trade. At hearings held by 


the agricultural commission of the House 
of representatives on the Scott Bill the 
officers of the Chicago institution exhib. 
ited genuine alarm over the move and 
contended that the elimination of future 
dealing would wreck the legitimate busi- 
ness of the market.

PASSES SENATE Cyamaps 


Canada’s Trust Busting Measure 
Receives the Formal Endors 
ation of Upper Chamber 


Ottawa, Ont., May 3.—The Senate 


yaased the anti-compines bill today. 

he bill, aa it passed the House of 
Commons, in its penalty clauses, 22 
and 23, had the word “unduly” be- 
fore the words ‘‘to restrain or injure 
trade or commerce,”’ The Senate has 
amended these sections by striking out 
the word “unduly” where it occurs 
in this connection, 

The amendment was passed in order 
te make these sections conform with 
similar sections in the criminal code 
here the word “unduly,” is not used. 
The effect is to render combines, that 
may restrain Or injure trade or com- 
merce, more easily liable to the pen- 
alties of the act. The measure is 
thereby strengthened 

The Senate al*o amended section 32 
by adding the words “from any part 
of Canada,’’ to the words “enforcing 
their attendance,’ referring to the 
powers of boards of investigation to 
summon witnesses. This is to make it 
plain that a board holding an enquiry 
in one province, may compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses from other pro- 
vinces. The bill was passed without 
a division in committee gr on any 
reading in either the House of Com. 
mons or the Senate, 

Senator Belcourt’s bill to amend the 
criminal code in such a manner es 
to restrict the operations of American 
labor organizers in Canada was taken 
up, Senator Coffey making a motion 
for a six months hoist Senator 
Poirier seconded the motion, declar- 
ing that the bill of Senator Belcourt 
as to the disadvantage of Canadian 
working men, and would therefore be 
to. the injury of Canada. Sir Mac 
Kenzie Bowell said he thought it was 
time that some action as taken to 
prevent Yankee interlopers coming 
into Canada and causing trouble for 
both the workingmen and their em- 
ployers as was the in North 
Bydney, Nova Scotia Senator Bel- 
court said that he was not opposed to 
unions but in fact favored them and 
agreed that capital needed as much 
or more legislative control than did 
labor. At the same time he believed 
his bill would be for the benefit of 
Canadian unions, and that they would

come to that conclusion when they 
had thoroughly considered it He 
would like to more thoroughly con- 


sider the ‘bill before next session, He 
begged leave to withdraw the bill 
which was granted. 


MISSIONARIES EATEN 
BY TONGA ISLANDERS 


News Reaches Seattle That Natives on 
Savage isiand iave Reverted to 
Cannibalism. A 


eee 

Seattle, Wash., May 2.—Details o: the 
eating by cannibals dn Feb. Sth, of Rev 
Horatio Hopkins and ‘his assistant, Rev 
Hector Laurie McPherson, missionaries 
of the Presbyterian church, on Savage 
Island, brought by the barken- 
tine Mary BE. Winkleman which arrived 
yesterday at Mukilteo, Wash., from the 
Tonga Islands, in the South seas. 

While the barkentine lay at ‘Tanga- 
tabu, in the Tonga Islands, a canoe 
lead of mission natives from Savage 
Island, arrived at Fua bringing news 
of the butchery, The natives said that 
Hopkins and McPherson were teaching 
which stands 


were 


in the mission building, 
on the beach in the little harbor cf 
Savage Island, when two hundred un 


converted savages, howling war cries and 
brandishing clubs and spears, descended 
on them and took them prisoners. The 
missionaries had twenty converts in 


training at the time, and only nine of 
them escaped. 
Both missionaries were bound witb 


thongs and left lying on the beach in 
the tropical sun for several hours, wil: 
the savages took the native captives in- 
land. 

The cannibals ther’ returned to the 
beach and carrying the missionaries on 
a litter to the crater of the extinct vol 
ecano Van Iue in the centre of the is- 
land, There tor two days and nights 
they held a celebration and their danc- 
ing and revelry could be seen plainly by 
the fugitive Christian natives, 

While most of the cannibals were 
sleeping the captive natives escaped 
Their going was hastened by the sight 
of two of the cannibals’ chiefs burning 
the missionaries’ clothes, 

The Winkleman brought news of a 
generai revival of the old time customs 
in the Tonga. The natives are holding 
dances and feasting on human flesh as 
they did in the days thefore the white 
man interefered
